Just as several Yankee adventurers 
were included among the Five Milers, 
American diggers join the Aussie rebels 
in “Eureka Stockade.” Brett Cullen, 
who starred in the series “The 
Chisholms” and “Key Tortuga,’ plays 
Charles Ross, a Canadian/American 
who designs—and fights for—the reb- 
els’ flag. His girl friend, a San Francisco 
singer who performs on the gold fields, 
is portrayed by Californian actress Amy 
Madigan, most recently seen in “Places 
in the Heart? 

American viewers will also recognize 
the superb Australian actor Bryan

Dr. Harvey C. Gissell has the answers. 
As the official veterinarian for Southern 
California dog shows—as well as having 
an active private practice in West Los 
Angeles — he's become an authority on 
matching the right breed to the right 
home. 

Visitors to Dr. Gissell's office are wel- 
comed with a friendly bark from the 11- 
year-old Labrador that comes to work 
with the doctor. It's not surprising 
that Dr. Gissell's first choice of a pet is 
the Lab. 

"They're gentle, people-oriented dogs 
that are smart and want to please their 
owners. They're not excessively large; 
ours rides well in the саг” 

Тһе full-grown Lab averages about 70 
pounds, which means he needs a rela- 
tively large yard in which to exercise. 
The family living in an apartment would 
do well to consider either a miniature 
poodle or a dachshund. 

"The poodle is a gentle, friendly lit- 
tle dog that doesn't need a lot of exer- 
cise. However, poodles do need to be 
trimmed and groomed regularly," 
Gissell continues? ` 

“Dachshunds have a lot of nice 
things going for them too: 
they’re small, and they don’t 
shed too much. You can put 
them ina sports car, and you 
can keep them in an apart-

ment. They're good for people who don't 
have a yard, or only have a small one." 


Some of the other 
breeds have special 
needs or sensitive 
temperaments which 
may be inconvenient in 
a house pet. You should 
consider all these factors 
before making your selection. 

"The German shepherd has two coats, 
so he sheds continually in warm climates. 
You'll be vacuuming dog hairs con- 
stantly!" Gissell warns. 

"Irish setters and beagles want to go 
out and run. They don't want to livein a 
small yard. Ideally, they'd rather be chas- 
ing rabbits in Alabama. 

"The Greyhound was bred to be a 
racer. You wouldn't want one of these 
speed demons in your home. 

"I don't recommend Pekinese, be- 
cause they're so nervous and 
have to be groomed all d 
the time. 

"Boston terriers don't 
particularly enjoy chil- 
dren. They'reapttobea 
little snappish. 

“A lot of people see а 
cute little Saint Ber-

solutely have to take it 
home. They forget it 
won't stay small and 
cuddly. The Saint is not a 
gentle dog. Because of 
the demand for them, 
they have been inbred— 
and they haven't been 
bred for temperament. 

"The Old English 
sheep dog is also inbred. 
It was bred to herd sheep 
and protect the flock 
from wolves—not to be а 
family dog lying on the 
hearth. 

“Doberman pinschers 
have gotten a bad repu- 
tation as dangerous 
pelice dogs. But I’m 
fond of them. They have 
a great deal of dignity.” 

According to Gissell, it’s difficult to get 
a family pet that will also serve as a guard 
dog. “That would be a contradiction: 
how does the dog know who is a burglar 
and who is a friend of the family? That 
would require reflective thinking on the 
part of the animal. If dogs could do that, 
they could talk!” 


Now what about 
mixed breeds? Gis- 
sellagrees with many 
of his colleagues that, 
as a group, mongrels 
are healthier than 
purebreds. 

“Purebred dogs have the disadvantage 
of not getting new genes in 
their genepool,” he 
says. “A mixed 
breed is frequently 
much more satisfac- 


tory.
